LITTLE ROCK—Payment of old age 


pensions in Arkansas will be launched 
June 1 with three classes of eligiblcs 
receiving $5, $7 and $9 per month, C. 
H. Andrews, state welfare commis- 
sioner, said Friday. 


On the basts of present informa- 


tion, state-federal allowances will be 
made to 11,941 old age pensioners, 417- 
blind persons and 2,041 dependent chil- 
dren. The latter 
payments will be 


made to needy mothers or others who 
arc attempting to care for dependent 
children. 


The federal government will match 


state funds paid to the needy aged and 
blind, but will pay only Jl for each 
$2 spent by the state for dependent 
children. 


Basis of Payments 


Mr. Andrews said the Welfare De- 


partment will determine the classifica- 
tion of eligible pensioners after re- 
ceiving approve^; .ftppfeationfl- from 
county welfare boards. Aged persons 
who do not have to pay rent, probably 
will receive the minimum allowance 
of 55 per month, he said, while those 
who have to rent lodging will get $7. 
The maximum allowance will be paid 
to comparatively few persons, such'as 
aged couples caring for 
dependent 


grandchildren, and other similar cases, 
Mr. Andrews said. 


Uncertainty as to whether the wel- 


fare Department will receive funds 
from the sales tax, or sources other 
than racing and liquor revenue, caus- 
ed the welfare commission to adopt n 
conservative program both as to ac- 
cepting applicants and the amount of 
monthly payments, it was said. 


$00,000 From State Sources 


Present sources of income provide 


about $60,000 per month, which may 
be used to match a similar amount of 
federal funds, thus making $120,000 a 
month available for old age pensions. 
Aged uncmployablea have been re- 
ceiving about $4.50 per month under 
the state unemployment relief pro- 
gram. 


If 35 per cent of sales tax revenue 


is made available definitely for relief 
purposes through court action or ad- 
ditional legislation, it will be possible 
to increase slightly the monthly pay-f 
men Is and to extend payments o cert 
tain classes of eligiblcs whose applies-*, 
lions cannot bo passed upon in Unv 
for them to receive the initial morithj 
payment.

rushed to an automobile by burly 
agents, accompanied by Hoover, and 
hurried to the airport. Automobiles, 
in which sat officers with guns, block- 
ed approaches to the field as Hoover 
and others got aboard a special plane 
with the captive. 


Hunter and the woman were kept 


here for further questioning. 


The Justice Department, within the 


past two weeks, offered a $5,000 re- 
war for Karpis' capture and set a 
$2,500 price on his gangster-pal, Har- 
ry Campbell, who often traveled with 
Karpis. The Postal Inspection Serv- 
ice later added $2,000 more for Karpis

WASHINGTON; — (fp)— while the 


jammers of American industry beat 
oday at the fastest tempo in six years, 
they chip away but slowly at the 
stubborn mass of unemployment. 


Althougr no ctnsus of the jobless has 


been taken, latest estimates range 
from 9,800.000 by the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board to 12,550,000 by 
the American Federation of Labor. 


Such calculations indicate a pro- 


nounced lag between recovery in em- 
ployment and-the sweeping pickup in 
ndustrial production. 
The estimates of the National In- 


dustrial Conference Board, a statistical 
organization supportel by corporations, 
show that the huge accumulation of 
jobless frQntl.929 to 1933.has .been re- 
duced by only about 30 per cent. The" 
American Federation of Labor, us- 
ing a different basis for its computa- 
tion, figures that less than 25 per cent 
of the extreme increase in idleness has 
been hammered away. 


Industry 50 Per Cent Better 


Most statistical measurements show 


that about half of the loss in industrial 
production between 1929 and early 
1933 has been recovered. The U. S. 
bureau of labor statistics shows a 
similar recovery in factory' employ- 
ment. 


What is perplexing to many ana- 


lysts, however, is the fact that in the 
later phases of recovery, factory em- 
ployment has not kept pace with the 
gains in production. 


For instance, for the last two years 


alone, the 
Federal 
reserve board 


figures show a jump in industrial pro- 
duction of about 12 per cent, while 
the bureau of labor statistics shows a 
gain in factory employment in that 
period of only 7 per cent. This brings 
upj what is perhaps the most con- 
troversial phase of the entire problem, 
the growing use of labor saving ma- 
chinery. 


Dispute Over the Machine 


How many men have been displac- 


ed by machines? How much of the 
idleness is what is known as tech- 
nological unemployment i 


Labor leaders say much of it is due 


to this cause, and demand a shorter 
work week. 


A number of industrialists, on the 


other hand, assert that labor saving 
machinery increases employment by 
adding to the grist of cheap produc- 
tion, making more jobs in distributing, 
selling and serving the increased out- 
turn of useful appliances and goods. 


Then whence comes this huge army 


of jobless? 


Among the explanations offered is 


the estimated 5,000,000 added to Amer- 
ica's population in the last six years. 


Another factor cited is that build- 


ing and construction activities still 
are relaively depressed, although there 
has been pronounced! improvement 
in the past year. Employment also 
appears to lag in the miscellaneous 
services, embracing that vast army of 
workers who wait on tables, shine 
shoes, deliver icei and do a host of 
other odd jobs. 
, 


Capital Timid? 


Business analysts say also that in 


the curly phases of recovery, capital 
is timid and new enterprises are slow 
to develop. They explain that the de- 
velopment of a new industry which 
would thrive as the automobile in- 
dustry did in the decade after the 
World war mighli greatly alter the 
scene. 


Another factor tending to deter the 


decrease in the total of unemployed, 
some point out, is tha many workers, 
in the worst of the depression, were 
employed only one or two days 
week. They now receive fatter pay 
envelopes, but at no tame were they 
listed ys unemployed. 


In the meantime, the government 


continues to support millions of fam- 
ilies with relief funds. Latest estimate*- 
indicate that the number of persons 
so supported, including those able to 
work and their dependents, is around 
19,000,000.

Claude Woolsey, Extension horticul- 
turist, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture, is made of 6 
ounces of copper sulphate or blue- 
stone; 8 ounces of stone lime; and 5 
gallons of water. Twelve ounces of 
hydrated lime may be used instead of 
the stone lime. 


Containers of wood, glass, or earth- 


enware must be used in making this 
mixture. The) bluestone is dissolved j 
in two and one-half gallons of warm 
water. The lime is slaked in as little 
water as possible, and then enough 
water to make two and a half gallons I 
of liquid is added. The lime mixture j 
is stirred thoroughly and poured into j 
a spray pump. The solution of copper

May Pay Penalty 


for Soil Program 


Farmers Failing on Mini" 


mum Requirement May 


Pay and Go on 


Landowners or operators who do not 


meet the minimum requirements fpr 
acreage to be devoted to soil conserv- 
ing crops or practices may still qua,li-. 
fy for grants by accepting a penalty 
covering the acreage they are short of 
the requirements, according to W. E, 
Mountcastle, county agent. 


The instructions concerning the soil 


conservation program have been ns- 
vised to permit this partial perform- 
ance. The provision will enable pro- 
ducers who make some error in cal- 
culating soil conserving and soil de- 
pleting acreages to qualify for a par- 
tial grant. 


The producer will be penalized at 


the rate of one and a half times the 
amount per acre which lie might hay« 
received for; the diversion, multiplied 
by the number of acres which he is 
short of the minimum requirement }n 
other words, if he is short five acres 
of the minimum, and the rate of pay- 
ment he would receive for diversion is 
$6.00 per acre, a penalty of $45.0Q' or 
$9.00 per acre of his shortage, will be 
deducted from payments 
otherwise 


due him. 


The minimum acreage requirement 


has also been revised. A producer 
will be required to devote an acreage 
to soil conserving crops.or practices, 
equal to 20 per cent of his base cot- 
ton acreage, and only 15 per cent of all 
other soil depleting acreage except 
that used for the production of food 
and feed for home uses.
